tho name of Sir Henry Martin's 
Island, but now called Madison'^ 
Island. 
That by the request and 
assistance of the friendly tribes 
residing in the valley of Tieuhoy, 
as well as of the tribes on tho 
mountains, whom we have con- 
quered and rendered tributary to 
our flag, I have caused tho vil'lago 
of Madison to bo built, consisting 
of six convenient houses, a rope- 
walk, bakery, and other appurte- 
nances, for the protection of the' 
same, as well as for that of the 
friendly natives, I have construct- 
ed a fort calculated tor mounting 
sixteen guns, 
\vijereon 
I have 
mounted four, and called tho 
faame Fort Madison. 


Our rights to this island being 
founded on priority of discovery, 
conquest, and possession, cannot 
be disputed. But the natives, to 
secure to themselves that friendly 
protection which their defenseless 
situation so much required.'have 
requested to bo admitted into the 
great American 
family, whoso 
pure republican policy approaches 
fao near their own. 
And in order 
to encourage those views to their 
own interest and happiness, as well 
as to render secure our claim to 
an island valuable on many con- 
siderations, I have taken on myself 
to promise them that they shall 
^P n .ifloptcd; that our ch<cf shall 
be their chief; 
and they 
have 


given assurances that such of their 
brethren as may hereafter visit 
them from the United States shall 
enjov a welcome and hospitable 
icception among thorn and be fur- 
nished with whatever refreshments 
and supplies the island may af- 
ford; that they will protect them

local position, I do declare that I 
have, in the most solemn manner, 
tinder the American flag displayed 
in Fort Madison, and in the pies- 
ence of r umeroiis witnesses taken 
possession of the said" isKnd for 
the use of the United States. 


To tho guileless natives made 
happy with rum, listening to tho ne- 
cessarily imperfect translation 
of 
these words, the ceiemony may well 
have been a. strange magic to un- 
known gods, but it is not difficult to 
imagine the feelings of AVilson, the 
tattooed Englishman, as he translat- 
ed this proclamation giving the rich 
and happy islands to a country at 
war with his own. He listened and 
lepeated, 
however, 
with patriotic 
prott-bts unuttered, and prep.imd to 
assist 
Porter in his contemplated 
war against tho Typees. 
A week later one of the warships 


•nith live boats and ten war canoes, 
hailed for the Tj pee beach. 
Ten 
canoes of Hapaas joined them there. 
The tops of 
all the neighboring 
mountains were 
thronged 
with 


friendly warriors armed with clubs, 
spears and slings, and altogether not 
less than uvo thousand men were in 
tho f01 cos under Porter, among them 
thirty-tivp Americans with 
guns, 


which he thought enough. 


Tho Typoca pelud

stones as they sat at breakfast, and 
Porter sent a native ambassador, 
offering peace at the price ot sub- 
mission. 
He came back, running 
madly and bruised by his reception. 
Porter then ordered tho advance. 
Tho company advanced into tho 
bushes, and wero received by a verit- 
able rain of stones and spears

<ui enemy was in sight. On all sides 
they hoard the snapping sound of the

The native allies did no fighting, but 
merely looked on. 
They were nnt 
going to make bitter enemies of the 
Typees if the godlike whites could 
not whip them

desperate 
However, Porter chose to go r>" 
Tb°y cio«b<><l a, rt\6r, and in a :ungl« 
had to Crawl on theii hands and 
knees to make 
proi^rcs1?. 
They 
thought themselves happy to make 
their v>a> through this, but immedi- 
ately found themselves confronted 
by a high wall ot rock, beyond \vhlch 
tho enemy took 
their stand and 


sho\vpied down stones. 
The car- 
tridges \\ere almost exhausted Por- 
ter sent four men to the ship for 
more, and, with three men knocked 
senseless bv stones, waa reduced to 
sixteen men. 
There was nothing to do but run 
for safety, and pursued by tho sneer- 
Ing foe, they gained 
the beach. 
Thence he sent another messenger 
to the Typees offering them another 
chanco to surrender and pay tribute. 
The Typees returned word that 
they "had driven tho white? before 
them, that their guns missed firo 
often, that bullets wore not as/pain- 
ful as stones or spears, that they had 
plenty of men to spare and the 
whites had not- 
They counted tho 
boats, knew tho number they would 
carry, and laughed at tho whites." 
Tho Hapaas and other allies came 


clown from the hills and began to 
discuss tho victory of tho Typees, 
with fear in their voices and a cer- 
tain disdain of the whites. Porter 
ordered his men into tho boats to re- 
turn to tho ship, but scarcely had 


they 
reached it TWien the Typees 
rushed on tho Hapaas and drove 
them into the water. 
Porter 
re- 


turned to Tai-o-hac. 
There ho taw no alternative but 
to whip the Typees soundly. 
This 
time he determined to lack no force, 
and to go without allies. He selected 
two hundred men from his ships and 
prizes, and, with guides, upon a 
moonlight evening started to march 
overland tc Typee Valley. 
At midnight they heard the drums 
beating in Typee Valloy. 
They had. 
had a* fearful march over mountain 
and dale and around yawning preci- 
pices. 
Silently thoy had struggled 
on, so as to give no hint of their In- 
tention to Typoe sentinels or even 
to a Hapaa village. 
Numbers of tho 
Tal-o-hac had followed, them, but 
quietly, and those now told Porter 
that the songs floating up from the 
Typee settlements wero rejoicings at 
their victory over tho whites and 
prayers to the gods to send rain to 
spoil the guns. 
Porter was for descending at once, 
but the Taf-o-haes warned him that 
tho path was so steep and dangerous 
that even in daylight it would tako 
all their skill to go down it 
To at- 
tempt It at night would be inviting 
death. 
Tho Americans lay down to rest 
on the height, which commanded 
Typee Valley, and shortly rain began 
to fall in torrents. 
Cries of joy and 
praise to their gods arose from the 
Typees. 
Porter and his men, hud- 
dled in puddles, unablo to find shel- 
ter, and fearful that every blast of 
the storm might hurl them from 
their slippery heigh* tried in vain 
to keep muskets and powder dry. 
At daybreak they found half the 
ammunition useless, while tho steep- 
ness of tho track to the valley, and 


its treacherous condition after the 
ram made it wise to seek the Hapaas 
for rest and food. 
But, first, they 
fired a volley to let friendly tribes 
know they still had 
serviceable 
weapons, and as threat and warning 
to the Typees. 
They heard 
the 
echo in the blowing of war-conches, 
shouts of defiance, and the squeal- 
ings of the pigs which the Typees 
began to catch for removal to tho 
rear, 


The Hapaas were none too pleas- 
ant to tho wh'tes, and had to bo 
forced by threats to bringing and 
cooking hogs and breadfruit. 
All 
day the Americans rested and pre- 
pared their arms, at night they slept, 
and at the next daybreak they stood 
again to view the scene of tHeir ap- 
proaching battle. 
The valley lay far below them, 
about nine miles in length and three 
in width, surrounded on every side 
except at the beach, by lofty moun- 
tains.

The Great and Humble—How Stonewall Jackson Won the Admiration of a Private Soldier 


During the civil war, as in many 


conflicts preceding it, and in many 
afterward—as returned soldiers froir. 
tho Ust great war still testify—the 
question of sufficient food was a 
problem of great proportions. Some- 
times the victors, marching through 
a country which had 
been fought 


over, were as hungry as the beaten. 
But it was usually those on the non- 
victorious side who 
suffered 
most 
f-^.» \-\r>].- of food. 


A story is told that once Stonewall 
Jackson's army was in sad straits for 
v>ant of food. A private, one morn- 
ing, saw Gen. Jackson seat himself 
beneath a tree by the roadside, tako 
some food from his pocket, and eat 
with apparent relish. 
This soldier's 


face was woebegone. 
He had had 
nothing to eat that morning. The 
sight of the general eating so heart- 
ily convinced him that It was only 
the common soldiers who were suf- 
fering. He believed the officers were 
feasting. He took his courage in his 
hands and approached the general, 
who was still resting under the tree, 
waiting for the rear of the army to 
come up.

spoke plainly about the lack of food Jackson listened 
with respect 
to 
among the rank and file of the army, what the man said, then he told

you what I have," he said. 


Putting his hand into his pocket, 


Jackson drew forth a few of 
the

was nearly gone. 


This is said to be the basis of the

ing his men, had invited his officers 
to a banquet. At this banquet, it 
was declared, only water and a Way 
ot acorns were served. 


Whfn Jackson was a major, he one 
night shared a, room with one of his 
captains. He asked the captain what 
he did with his watch and purse 
when spending a night Sn a hotel. 
The captain tolfi him that he

canoes, and wooden gods. Finally 
Porter attained the fort that had 
stopped him during the first fight, 
and found it a magnificent piece of 
construction, of great basaltic slabs, 
impregnable from the beach side. 
He saw that if he had tried that en- 
trance to the village a.gam, he would 
haie failed ab before. 
Only heavy 
artillery could have conquered that 
mighty stronghold 
Prom th& beach the Americans 
climbed by an easier ascent into the 
mountains, leaving a desolated valley 
behind them, and after feasting with 
tho Hapaas, they marched back to 
Tai-o-hae almost dead with fatigue. 
The Typees sued for peace, u.nd 


•when asked for 400 hogs, sect so 
inany that Porter released 500 after 
branding them. 
Ho had made peace 
between all the tribes, war was at 
an end; and with the island sub- 
dued. Porter sailed again to make 
war on British shipping. 


He left behind him three captured 
ships in charge of three officers and 
twenty men, with six prisoners of 
war, ordering them to remain five 
months and then go to Chile if no 
word came from him. Within a few 
days tho natives began again to show 
tho spirit of resistance and wero 
brought to courtesy by a show of 
foice 
Then another difficulty arose. 
All but eight of the crew joined with 
the ISngrlish prisoners in seizing tho 
oillcers. and put Lieutenant Gamble, 
the commander, with four loyal sea- 
men adrift in a small boat, while tho 
mutineers wont to sea m one of tho 
English ships. 


The five men reached another of 
tho ships in the bay, where they 
learned that Wilson had instigated 
tho mutiny. 
Tho worst had not 
come, for very soon (:ho natives, 
perhaps also urged on by the Eng- 
lishman, 
murdered all the otheis 
but Gamble, one seaman, one mid- 
shipman, and fivo wounded men. Of 
tho eight survivors only one was ac- 
quainted with tho management of a 
ship, and all were suffering from 
wounds or disease. With these men 
Lieutenant Gamble put to sea. 
After incredible hardsn.?, he suc- 
ceeded in reaching .fiowaii, only to 
be captured by a British 
frigate 
which a few weeks earlier had as- 
sisted in the capture ot the Essex 
and Captain Porter. 
The United 
States never ratified Porter's occu- 
pation of Nuka-hiva, and it was left 
for the French thirty jears later to 
seize the group. 


At about the samo time Herman 
Melville, an American 
sailor, ven- 
tured overland into Typeo Valley, 
and was captured and treated as a 
royal guest by the Typee people. Ho 
lived there many months, and heard 
no whisper of the havoc wrought by 
his countrymen a little time before. 
Tho Typees had forgiven and for- 
gotten It; ho found them a happy, 
healthy, beautiful race, living peace- 
fully and comfortably in their com- 
munistic society, coveting nothing 
from each other as there was plenty 
for all, eager to do honor to a

bugs, says the American Forestry 
Association, which calls on every 
American citizen to enlist to make 
it a big year againbt the insect 
pests that destroy five hundred mil- 
lion dollars' worth of your property 
every year. The birdfa are the great 
"front line army" m this warfare 
the association points out, but folks 
cannot work as fast as birds bo they 
must resort to other meanb. 


There are two divisions to the 
advancing hosts.

chewing and sucking insects 
Plana 


to get them differ. 
The plan 
of 


campaign is determined by the kind 
of 
injury done, for you are only 


wasting time applying the methods 
for chewing insects to those that 
suck their food. 


Bordeaux mixture does not kill in- 


sects, it only prevents and controls* 
damage by dibease. 
Chewing in- 
sects are generally controlled by 
poisoning: what they feed on, while 
sucking insects are only controlled 
by spraying the insects themselves. 
Determine 
how 
the creature se- 
cures 
its 
food—(1) whether by 


chewing and swallowing portions of 
its 
food, or (2) by sucking 'the 


luices of plants through a tiny beak 
inserted in the plant tibbue. 


Tho first group, usually 
called 


chewing' insects, can generally be 
controlled by poisoning their food 
at an advantageous time, with some 
of the well-known arsenical com- 
pounds. 
The work of chewing in- 


sects is usually recognized by the 
ragged or perforated condition of 
the foliage. 
x 
The second group, composed 
of 


sucking insects, can be controlled 
by oily or corrosive contact sprays 
applied directly to the bodies of 
the insects. 
It is useless to at- 


tempt any control of a sucking1 in- 
sect by the application of a stom- 
ach poison, either to the surface 
or in. the sap of a food plant. The 
work of sucking insects is not so 
easily recognized a<3 that of the pre- 
ceding 
group, since the affected 


plants show little external injury. 
Gradual weakening, wilting: or shriv- 
eling of the attacked plant is gen- 
erally evidence of attack by suck- 
ing insects. 
The chief ot these Is 


the aphis family.

PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS. 


Oakland's playgrounds-have become famous in 


the larger cities throughout the country. The 
methods put in vogue here have been adopted in 
scores of other cities and thus have had their vir- 
tues demonstrated. But the playgrounds of this 
city have become a great deal more than an object 
lesson to other cities; they have developed into 
cu;e of the inosl valuable and beneficial public 
rHiSf.eSMon-5 of the citizens of Oakland. In 1907 
the city's playgrounds had S95 visits from the 
children of Oakland. Last year the total attend- 
ance was in excess of 3,000,000. 


In the city charter these public recreation sites 


are described as ''children's playgrounds." The 
city attorney of Oakland in a characteristically 
narrow, legalistic and repressive opinion, has 
held that therefore they are not '''public play- 
grounds.'' Under this ruling, if it should prevail, 
the usefulness of the playgrounds and the play- 
ground department of the city .government would 
be largely destroyed. It would mean that a play- 
ground supervisor could not accompstny a group 
of children on a hike from Mosswood Park to 
Lakeside Park except at the risk of having his 
pay deducted by ihe time consumed in the walk. 


It lynjJd he forbidden lo inform the children 


and thoir parents in congested industrial dis- 
tricts of ibe location of playgrounds and attempt' 
to induce them to make use oC these wholesome 
facilities. 
Xo supervision or assistance could be 


givpn to the pageants and recreation spectacles, 
to fetes for youth where the participants were 
over fourteen years of age. 
The city could take 


no interest in organizing1 and conducting hikes to 
the hills and slopes within and beyond the city 
limits. It could not perform auy part in conduct- 
lug vacation camps for the poorer folk in the 
mountains on land which the Federal government 
has wisely placed at its disposal. 


In order to escape this? effort to strangle and 


suppress, recreational facilities, the Recreation 
Department of the city government has proposed 
an amendment to the charter, which the city 
council has approved and submitted to the people. 
It will !«• voted on ai the municipal primary on 
April IS). This amendment does not involve any 
additional budget item or auy increase in taxes. 
It is merely designed to remove the thoroughly 
harmful disability which the city attorney has 
read into the charter, bui which the people of 
Oakland certainly never intended should exist. 


This charter amendment should be appro\ed. 


It will permit the playgrounds to be public play- 
grounds, with pro fere ii ro ith\a\s bfinc eriven to 
children. It will mean that the highh beneficent 
contribution to the.morality and health of Oak- 
land which the playgrounds hate developed will 
be continued. 


Thirly-.seveu civic and business organization* 


to which the amendment has been submitted have 
given 
it unanimous endorsement. The people 


.should endorse it by unanimous vote. They will 
have the prhilege <jf recording their sentiment on 
April 1!).

The appalling scourges of 


What Mother Should Do 


When Baby Cuts His Teeth

One of the earliest of tha critical 


times m life's history is the period of 
the first dentition, as It Is called. 


in olden times we never used big 


words like "dentition"—we always 
talked about "teething." But no 
matter what term we use, the period 
itself is fraught with discomfort and 
sometimes with danger. 


If the child is well and strong, the 


dentition experience need not be se- 
rious. For a few diya there may be 
slight feverlshness, 
some restless- 


?.1SS, and fretful«ess., There is very 
UKeiy to be an excess of saliva, so 
that the child drools. 


In a more complicated case thsra 


•will be vomiting, diarrhoea, and a 
considerable degree of fever. 


The first teeth to appear'are us- 


ually the two middle or front teeth 
on the loVer jaw. 
These are called 


tha central incisors and appear 
when the child is 6 or 8 months old 


-During tho next 
three or lour 


months, up to the first year of ago, 
the four upper incisors appeal-. First 
comes the central incisors and then 
the other two. 
Between the J2th 


month and 15th month the remain- 
Ing two incisors appear. At the age 
of 16 months the baby should have 
eight teeth. 


During the next fe.w months four 


more teeth appear. These are called 
the canine teeth. 
They are often 


referred to as the eye teeth or the 
stomach teeth. 


At the age of 2 years the average 


child has 12 teeth. During the next 
six months four more teeth appear 
These are the first of the big back- 
teeth, the molars. 


Ths order ef cutting the teeth ia 


quite uniform, but the period of cut- 
ting may vary considerably. 


All sorts of household traditions 


are attached 
to dentition. 
One 


mother may teach the child to bit* 
On an ivory ring.

This practice probably, does more 


harm than good. 
If the, hard thing

ening of tho gum tissues. 
Instead

through the gums, this practice may 
actually retard the process and may 
result in ulceration. 


Neither should alcohol, whisky or 


drugs be rubbed upon the gums. It 
is enough to keep the mouth clean. 
If some solution other than clear 
tvater Is required, n vcry/rredlc solu- 
tion of boracic acid or soda may be 
used. 
A soft, clean cloth may be 


dipped in the solution and: the mouth 
gently wiped out with it. 


Baby should never be kissed -on 


the mouth. The lips of the relative 
or friend may be contaminated with 
germs which make foi colds, influ- 
enza or even pneumonia. 


Treat that little mouth with even 


greater care and tenderness than 
you would a rosebua from the gar- 
den.

Tail Lamp Burns Out 


Q. The tail lamp on my car has 
burned out several times in spite ot 
the fact that 1 have a fus& in the 
line. 
I cannot see hpw this can 
occur. Can y°u suggest how I cari 
remedy the trouble? 


A. The light burns out because 
the voltage in the line is too high 
The fuse must be of the -wrong sUe 
if it does not protect the bulb b} 
blowing out before it is injured by 


the excess current. Make euro that 
you are using the proper fuse size 
and then see if your bulbs are of 
the right voltage. If both fuse ai A 
bulbs are right, have the service 
t'on go over the s>j»tem.

America's dissatisfaction 
at the 
League of Nations as now constitut- 
ed is perfectly understandable. Brit- 
ish labor repeatedly has protested 
against the undemocratic character 
of the allied council which appears 
to be functioning more as a three- 
nation caucus than as an interna- 
tional tribunal. 
But it is capable ot 


being transformed fnto a great in- 
ternational judiciary as was origi- 
nally conceived and British 
labor 


aims at securing such a necessary 
transformation. 


Yet, 
even a much more compre- 


hensive and democratic body would 
be sadly incomplete without Amer- 
ica, and-though the United States 
should remain unconnected with the 
present league hopes are entertained 
that she would look more kindly on 
a real league of peaceful peoples. 


AMERICA CONCERNED 


While sentiment in America seems 


mobilized today more thoroughly 
than at any time in the past, the fact 
remains clear that her freedom of 
action can have only relative opera- 
tion. 
Her interest in Yap and in 
the San Remo agreement relating to 
Mesopotamia shows that her concern 
is not limited to the American conti- 
nent. 
But whatever attitude Amer- 


ica may take regarding- the existing 
league, one feels sure she cannot re- 
sign her foremost place among the 
powerful forces working laboriously 
for world peace.

Einstein's room frgm the tire escape 
was locked, but no enterprising 
American would let a technical detail 
like that interfere with the writing 
of a personality story. So here is- an 
account of the interview, which will 
take place early. 


As the reporter .was shown Into 
the temporary study he was sur- 
prised to see the1 famous discbverer 
sticking- matches Into oranges, for. 
Einstein was also somewhat sur- 
prised to see the reporter and in his 
embarrassment held up the fruit, 
saying, by way of opening the con- 
versation:

WASHINGTON, April 9. — For the 
third and last time President Hard- 
ins, addressing a joint session of the 
new Congress, will turn his back 
upon the League of Nations,, It has 
been difficult to make the world at 
large realize that it is the irrevoc- 
able decision of the new administra- 
tion not to adopt the league in any 
form. Europe has been clinging to 
a forlorn hope that in his message 
of next Tuesday there might be some 
modification of the President's views. 
as expressed. in the inausural ad- 
dress. But there will be none. 
This does not mean, however, that 
Harding will turn his back upon the 
world. On the contrary, he will pro- 
claim that America stands today as 
ready as ever to throw her determ- 
ining weight in the balance whenever 
a menace shall arise or a call' from 
civilization shall come. 
Harding's policy will not b« one 
at American 
isolation; rather, he 
would make it a policy of .world co- 
operation. 
Harding' 
visualized an 
America always ready to fight lor 
the righj^_scrupulous in her obliga- 
tions and conscious of her duties. 
He would 
reserva to her always, 
however, a freedom of decision and 
a freedom of action. 


SUBSTITUTE FOB WEAGTJE 
President Harding, in his address 
to Congress, probably will announce 
that he hopes before1 long to assem- 
ble, 
positively here In Washington, 
a conference of the nations. 
This 


would be his substitute for the as- 
sociation of nations which he prom- 
ised during the campaign. He may 
still cling- to the title, association of 
nations, but he will make it clear 
that the association he has in mind 
is an association only for conference 
and counsel. 
He will assert anew 
that America will accept no respon- 
sibility except as her own conscience 
and judgment, in ezch instance, may 
determine. 
Few persons can realize the pres- 
sure, direct and indirect,' which has 
been brought to bear upon the Pres- 
ident and his secretary of state, 
Hughes, during the last few days 
to commit this country to a definite 
plan for aiding the allies, especially 
Prance, in their efforts to bring Ger- 
many to an accounting, under the 
terms of the treaty of Versailles.

"*- Critics are made, says Dr. Pepper, 
because people at large do not trust 
their own judgment They want ihe 
stamp of approval or disapproval 
placed on things of which they are 
not certain, further states the col- 
lege savant. 
- 
The anomalous critic survives, says 


!Dr Pepper, because neither the pub- 
lice nor the artist can trust their 
own "tastes," but recognize the ex- 
istence of a standard 
which each 


•wishes should be applied before he 
risks acting on his own judgment. 


KEY TO PROBLEM 
"Here is the key to the problem," 
Bays Dr Pepper. "When people buy 
vegetables they merely wish to satis- 
fy their hunger, and they buy what 
pleases them. But when people buy 
clothes, they -want not only to be 
clothed but to be clothed correctly 
They want two things. They want 
clothes, and they want knowledge of 
•what is the right thing in clothes 
These two wants are satisfied from 
two different 
sources 
The 
dress- 


m<-ker furnishes the clothes, but the 
critic furnishes the 
knowledge of 
•what is the right thing " 


The buyer has lost confidence in 
his judgment and seeks the support

•who also loses confidence and also

PARASITIC GROWTH 


Very little of the written matter 
that goes -by the name of aesthetics 
can be. called scientific in anything 
approaching the modern significance 
of the term, sajs the professor 


"It Is not built up from he ob» 
serv-ation of facts, but droops down, 
a luxuriant, bloated, parasitic growth 
from, the boughs of metaphysics, full 
of logical subtleties and cosmic is- 
sues, a tangle which only a meta- 
physician can examine intelligently. 
To state the situation in curel sim- 
plicity (a knife-edge simplicity that 
is never quite true), a critic today 
must be either a charlatan or no- 
hjLdy. The only salvation for honest 
criticism is the establishment of a 
true science of aesthetics. 
"If the critic can convince himself 
*nd others that his personal opinion 
is better than that of most persons, 
not because he knows the principles 
of art as nobody knows them, but 
merely because his taste is more sen- 
sitive, then he can still conscien- 
tiously be a critic today. The one 
justification for the critic of today is 
his self-conceit."

and druggists making sales. 


'Hie right of dry Jaw officials to 


limit the amount of beer and wine 
prescribed in a ?iven period for pa- 
tients, still remains a point of ex- 
treme doubt among the treasury 
legal advi-er-. 


Kramer, said he had been advised 


lhat physicians on the Pacific Coast 
sometimes, prescribed as much as ten 
cases of wine but he believes the 
limits he now .suggests will not im- 
pose unreasonable limitations.
